Also, they genre to remind the general public of the stori 
that were given out at the White House a little over a year ago about 
the Presidunt being in deep mourning and stooping beneath the load 
of responsibility incident to the European situation, when, as a mat 
ter of fact, he was taking life and its pleasures as gaily as anyone 
as developments soon disclosed The White House publicity bureau 
has a few things to learn before it can successfully foal very many 
people much of the time.

Washington, September 1— Preven- 
tion of the threatened railroad strike 
through an act of Congress seems 
assured tonight, ufter the House by 
an overwhelming vote had passed the 
Adamaon eight-hour day law und the 
Senate had agreed to take a final vote 
on the measure not later than 0 
o'clock tomorrow evening. Although 
It la possible that Senate amend- 
ments may make conferences neces- 
sary, It generally is believed on both 
sides of the capltol that when the 
teat comes, the House bill, as it 
stands, will bi; accepted and rushed 
to Shadow l.n» n. N. J., for President 
Wilson's signature, and while no 
formal announcements were forthcom- 
ing from the employes brotherhoods' 
heads tonight, it Is authoritatively 
stated that this will result in immedi- 
ate dispatch of code messages calling 
off the general strike order for Mon- 
day morning. 

The Adamson bill as passed by the 
Houae by a vote of 23» to 66. with 
minor amendments, is the same 
measure which the brotherhood lead- 
ers officially declared yestorday would 
constitute a satisfactory settlement 
and prevent the strike. The amend- 
ment, added to conform to a draft 
framed by the Senate Interstate Com- 
merce Committee, would Ox the effec- 
tive date January 1, Instead of De- 
cember 1, 1916, and except railroads 
less than 100 miles long and electric 
street and Interurban lines

"The 
rturlington and other roads have left 
today that there is little chance for a 
strike now. We are revoking our em- 
bargo so aa not to Inconvenience the 
shippers at all. But we are going 
ahead with our plans to operate trains 
In the event of a strike. The strik 
eck- order must be actually revoked befor.
